REVIOUS to the recent 


serious Industrial up- 
heaval In Polish Rus- 
sia the political situ 
atlon in the .conquer 
ed provinces was In- 
volved In considerable 
obscurity. tlt was be- 


lieved by the St. Petersburg authorities 
that no well organized preparations for 
.rovolt had been made either In Poland, 
Finland or any other of the assimilat- 
ed provinces. The attitude of all of 
these subjugated races seemed to be 
tentative. Breathless with hopeful ex- 
pectation, they were waiting for the 
war In the east to open some way of re- 
lief, from existing evils, but they hardly 
knew in what form the longed for suc- 
cor should be expected to arrive. It has 
been'impossible for these crushed and 
well nigh desperate peoples to conceal 
tholr gratification over the setback 
which the Russian arms have suffered, 
but their elation has been tempered by 
the Industrial and commercial depres- 
sion which has befallen them and the 
actual and threatened mobilization of 
their Inhabitants for service In the east. 
. No nation In the world has a record 
more replete with deeds.of bravery, of 
chivalry,. of Intense patriotism, than 
the Poles, and It Is always a mystery 
to those 'who have not made a close 
•tudy of the race how they were com- 
pelled to give up their nationality. At 
close range-It cannot fall to become ap- 
parent how It Is that the Inhabitants of 
Polish Russia arc Incapable of ntaln- 
taldliib' a successful revolution. Tho 
obstacles In the way of such a Consum- 
mation are In port territorial. In part 
racial. Polish Russia Is geographically 
unfit for revolution. It Is a flat and 
monotonous plain, without the natural 
features which are carfentlnl to national 
entity., It Is only the fragment of a 
nation, and In order to become nation- 
ally capable It muxt act In conjunction 
with Its othp parts. 
Intelligent as 


they undoubtedly are, thi> modern 1'olen 
•ro not politicians. They were dream- 
tm In tho past, Hnd they are dreamers 
today.

"church and more than one-half of the 
nposlies are openly living In polygamy 
today, nnd the testimony taken beforo 
tlm senate committee shows that sev- 
eral of the apostk-s have entered Into 
polygamous marriages since the Issu- 
ance of the manifesto. It is known 
that new polygamous jmarrlnces • nra 
uelnsr constantly entered Into. 


"The political strength of this organ- 


ization has vastly Increased until now. 
In addition to 
absolutely

i;tnh, the Mormons hold the balance of 
power In Idaho and Wyoming, nnd arc 
spreading over anil threatening Oregon 
nnd Nevada, nnd have, a following of 
no inconsiderable Importance in other 
western states

their polygamous practices. 


"The political power In this 
churcli 


Is. i fear, becoming an object of solici- 
tude to the great national parties. The, 
Mormons voted' the republican ticket 
at the last election. They nrc selecting 
republican senators and 
congressmen 


wherever they can. 
During .Mr. Cleve- 


land's administration 
they were nil 


democrats, nnd If a democratic presi- 
dent should bo elected four yearn from 
now, they would turn again to the 
democratic party. 1 wish to give my 
polemn warning to the. republicans that 
they should not he misled Into thinking 
they have nilies In the Mormon hier- 
archy." 


The senator declared that the gov-

It comes and goc$ under 
the varying atmospheric conditions, sometimes bi'lng pracllcally without es- 
cape under n sudden and heavy rainstorm. \ 


In open or calcareous soil therc.is a grciil deal of room for :ilr. This Is 


true also In filled land which for this inison Is very mihcnlthy as a founda- 
tion for a dwelling. The filling decomposes ami renders the air Impure. Thi« 
air rises up through Ihe dwelling carrying whatever disease germs It may 
contain. Here lies the danger. Occasionally diseases are 
contracted 
from 


this cause without the slightest suspicion of their source. 


Good ventilation Is the only protection, and it payn to give U due atlen- 


tlon at all times. This principle nlso shows the error of wing old rubbish for 
filling around new buildings. Better.pay for good clean filling than get filth 
or rubbish for nothing. Authorities on smiltatlnn are unanimous In condemn- 
ing the custom of using rubbish gathered from nsh^barrcls through tho city 
for filling nboul a house as II contains all kinds of disease germs, and being 
porous gives them off easily to the atmosphere. 


TJHK ANNEXATION QVK.*TION. 


It is well that the legislative committee will give Ui hearing In this city 


upon the question of annexing thai part of Drncut known ;1s the "Navy Yard". 


Thnt will give all concerned an opportunity to be heard. 
But the ques- 


tion has not Hcen sufficiently agitated to bring out any spontaneous expres- 
sion of sentiment. 
As In most movements of tho kind, everybody Is waiting 


for somebody else to takeithe Initiative. 
Still nobody questions the fact 


that the NKVV Yard with its mills and Its room for expansion should bo a 
part of Lowell, but the majority of the people of Draciit have not yet arrived 
at the point of considering annexation a necessity. 
If a plnguo broke 


out and decimated the district they might consent to the proposition. 
But 


that diphtheria has been prevalent. Hint there Is no water supply, that the 
streets are poor, the schools Inadequate and protection from fire wholly lack- 
ing IE no proof In the eyes of the present generation that annexation Is ad- 
visable. So long as that portion of Dracut Is not swallowed up by a volcano 
or shaken by nn earthquake, so long will the farmers of Drncut cling' to 
the thought that the old town that fought in the revolution and did almost 
everything since except to show any progress, should 
stick 
together and 


keep on in Its unprogrefslve course. 


A good many people In Lowell feel precisely as do the farmers of Dracut 


in regard to the Importance of expansion and of making Lowell a larger and 
* better city. 
\ 


But In iplte of the unprogrcsslve element on both sides, there Is a fairly 


strong sentiment' In favor of annexation. This sentiment Is based on the 
fact that some parts of our city extend three times ns far away from Merrl- 
mack square as docs the Navy Yard, 


Thus tho Navy Yard being close to the heart of the city should be niada 


part and parcel ot the.city In order to afford the mill operatives a desirable 
location for homes from which they can walk to work In the mills of Lowell. 


Besides, that district la subject ^o outbreaks of diphtheria on account of 


the lack of sewer*, and as no proper restrlcllon Is taken against the spfcad 
of the disease, It Is 'carried to Lowell and spread. among the community. 
Tho same Is true of scarlet fever nnd other contagious diseases, so that for 
lianltary reasons alone this district should be annexed. The expense to the. 
city may be considerable but that would be speedily overcome by the rapid In*, 
crease In the value of real eatate which would bring a very considerable In- 
coms'to the city. The«c are hut a few of the very many reasons that might 
b« adduced In l(jipport of annotation. .They are nil Included' In the necessity 
of building up a greater Lowell. 


It l« the duty of the city council In tho Interests of n greater Lowell to 


favor the annexation of tho Navy Ynrd. Any other policy will hn In line 
with that which would atop.the clty'n growth and let other Massachusetts 


• cltlea get ahead ot us. AH up for a greater Lowell.

•NEW BRUNSWICK. N. J.. March 15 


—After six hours' deliberation the jury 
which tried J. Wank Cordova, the for- 
mer South River, N. J.. minister, who 
eloped with Julia.Bowne, one of his! 
choir singers, on a charge of abandon- 
ing his wife, came Into court last night 
with a verdict of "Guilty'as Indicted."' 


Cordova appeared to be greatly shak- 


en byjhe verdict. He probably will be 
sentenced on Saturday. The extreme 
penalty Is imprisonment for one year. 
As soon ns the case was given to 
he jury yesterday afternoon the see- 
)iid Indictment against the ex-mlnis- 
er was called. It accuses him of as- 
sault nnd battery upon Ills wife. 
A 


ury was selected and the taking of 
es'tlmony will begin today. 
When the trial, was resumed yester- 


day. Cordova, who was on tho stand 
vhcn court adjourned Monday, resum- 
ed his testimony. Prosecutor Berdluo 
tried to bring out that Cordova In his 
rips 'to Philadelphia, Camden. Canada, 
Mexico and other places, was accom- 
panied by.Julia Bowne. but 
he 
was 
hwnrttd by the defendant who de- 
fined to answer to this line of ques- 
lonlng on the ground that he might 
ncrlmlnatc himself. He, was sustain- 
ed by Judge Strong. Mr. Cook, coun- 
icl for Cordova, then took the witness 
n hand and elicited a statement that 
Cordova had been In the habit of giv- 
ng his wife all his salary with the 
exception of S10 a month. 


After Cordot-a had testified that he 


directed his wife lo sell $700 worth of 
property mid apply the proceeds to her 
lersonnl needs, the defense rested. 
In summing up. Prosecutor Dcrdlne

fully and once Cordova, leaped from 
his scat In fury, sinking hack again 
when the spectators howled at him and 
shouted "Sit down." The close of tho 
irosecutor's address was hailed with 
cheering which the court officers could

The Situation In Russia's Conquered Provinces 


REVIOUS -to the recent 


serious Industrial up- 
heaval In Polish Rus 
sla the political situ- 
ation In the conquer- 
ed provinces was In 
volvcd In considerable 
obscurity. It was be- 


lieved by the St. Petersburg authorities 
that no well organized preparations for 
revolt had been made either in Poland, 
Finland or any other of the assimilat- 
ed provinces. The attitude of all of 
these subjugated races seemed to bo 
tentative. Breathless with hopeful ex- 
pectation, thoy were waiting for the 
war In the east to optn Some way of re 
lief from existing evils, but they, hardly 
knew In what form the longed for'suc 
cor should be expected to arrive. It has 
been Impossible for. these crushed and 
well nigh desperate peoples to conceal 
their gratification over the setback 
which the Russian arms have suffered, 
but their elation has been tempered by 
the Industrial and commercial depres- 
sion which has befallen them and the 
actual and threatened mobilization of 
their Inhabitants for service In the east. 


No nation In the world has a record 


more replete with deeds of braveryi of 
chivalry, of Intense 'patriotism, than 
the Poles, and It la always a mystery 
to those who have not made a close 
' study of the r&ce how they wero com- 
pelled tc. give up their nationality. At 
close range U cannot fall to become ap- 
parent how It Is thnt the Inhabitants of 
Polish Russia are .Incapable of main- 
taining a successful revolution. The 
obstacles ln\the way of such a consum- 
mation are In part territorial, In part 
racial. Polish Russia Is geographically 
unfit for revolution. It Is a flat and 
monotonous plain, without the natural 
features which arc essential to national 
entity. It Is only the fragment of a 
nation, and In carder to become nation- 
ally capable It must act In conjunction 
with Ita other parts. 
Intelligent as 


they undoubtedly are, the modern Poles 
•re not politicians. They were drfam- 
tri In the past, and they arc dreamers

Austrian Poland have declined from 
competition nnd lack of market, rtad- 
deflt of all, the. commercial spirit has 
superseded the. ancient'national senti- 
ment.

profess tho Lutheran faith and ar» ex- 
ceedingly attached to their national 
privileges.

to Its size there are at least five tlmet 
n.4 many bookstores In Hclslngfors, the 
capital'of Finland, as there aro In St.

Public schools are 


plentiful, and thero are several univer- 
sities of high standing.

'J.700.000 Finns, and only about 8.000 of 
them speak Russian. 


The czar's grandfather and rather did 


not Interfere wllh the customs of this 
remote grand duchy. Nicholas, how- 
ever, self constituted champion of uni- 
versal peace. Is possessed by a fierce \ 
determination to, Russianize these alien 
subjects. 
Under preceding rulers noj 


garrisons were actunlly'neeessary. but 
now these once gentlo and tractable 
folk have been converted Into bitter 
foes, aM any revolution In the empire 
that promlscH rcsultn may number them 
fimong Its adherents. Finland Is ready 
for revolution.

A little more nnd them wouM 
have been bloodshed, possibly actual 
loss of some of the brave K'rls' lives. 
Mnscullno creatures of tho slums of 
European cities are not chivalrous to 
women. 


At this moment tho presence of mind 


of yomi£ Kva liooth saved her and her 
women soldiers. The'leader of the mob 
was a particularly rough and tough cub. 
He took the lead In shying sticks and 
broken bottles at tho girls. Suddenly 
Eva Booth stepped up to him and de- 
manded that ho should protect her and 
her girls from the assaults of tho mob. 


Tho request took tho young ruffian so 


by surprise that he stopped Instantly 
his ferocious proceedings. He ordered 
htR band of rowdies off nnd himself es- 
corted tho girls home to their quartcra.

reviled the Salvation Army march- 
ers, but welcomed them.

beathiK and 
bannn-H 
llylng. 


They were forbidden to inarch In Tor- 
quay on Sunday. They marched all the 
same and wero arrested. Kva! Booth 
pleaded with tho town authorities, vis- 
it In^ them time after time, till nlio 
put nod her point not only for Torquay, 
but for all other resorts where the army 
wished to KO. 


Next ruiiH* tho hitter fight, alike of the 


tough element nnd of opposing theolog- 
ical denominations to tho oju-ti air rcll- 
Klons meetings of the Salvationists. 
Whatever Ingenuity could do vise to 
break up thc?e meetings was done. Vic- 
toria was queen In those .times, and her 
majesty 
herself scorned not to have 


much uso for tho Salvation Army. At 
any rate, the period at which Kva Uooth 


undertook to secure for tho army the 
rights of Hrllish citizens to assemble 
peaceably and hold meetings outdoors If 
they wanted to are known to Salvation- 
ists as 'Mays of bitterest persecution 
sanctioned by royal Indifference.

gono by when ICva llooth made nnd 
won, as always, her light for the right 
of Salvationists to hold open air rell- 
glouH meetings.

MIsH Uooth was at the head of the 


school that trained women for arm> 
work. Next the whole management o; 
thfi army's work In London was put 
into her hands. At length about nine 
years ago she was sent as commander 
In chief of the army In Canada. "While 
there she opened yalvatlon Army work 
among the miners of the Klondike- and 
along the Yukon river. She herself has 
been to the Klondike and Inspected the 
\\ork at Duw.soii and elsewhere. While

In Canada she also instituted labors 
and care for prison convicts, which hat 
such good results that tho highest ofll- 
clals in Canada praised her efforts. 


In tho United States tho new com- 


mander's endeavors will be directed 
among other matters to tho erection of 
a substantial building In Cherry street 
one' of tho most densely packed olc 
tenement house regions in New York 
city. Its basement will contain a laun- 
dry for poor women. On the first floor 
will be a room for holding Salvation 
Army services, likewise a soup, broat 
and coffee room. The second floor wll 
_contaln sowing rooms nnd machines for 
'the women of the neighborhood, while 
the whole top floor will be occupied b> 
a \nurscry. There the babies of poor 
working women will be tended while 
their mothers arc out at day's work 
One hundred Infants can here be taken 
care of. 


Another of Eva Booth's tasks is the 


carrying through in this country of tho 
gigantic colonization plans set on foot 
by her father. A bill Is now before con- 
gress to give authority to the Salvation 
Army colonization scheme. 
She also 


arranged a plan, now In ojwratlon, for 
the Salvation Army to give food to New- 
York city's 70.000 broakfastless school 
children.
